Having thus ob- 
tained first-hand Information lie called 
the representatives of the Jews to- 
gether and said, "Let us build the 
walls of Jerusalem." He then made 
known the hand of providence in 
bringing him to Jerusalem with the 
authority to rebuild its walls. He thus 
showed great wisdom in finding out 
for himself the real conditions and 
what work would be required to re- 
store the walls. The one who is qual- 
ified to lead in a great undertaking 
is the one who has mastered the situ- 
ation and is thus able to remove ob- 
jections and show how the work can 
be done.

(ch. 3). 


The 'division- of labor in this project 


shows Nehemiah's administrative abil- 
ity. A wise distribution of labor makes 
difficult tasks easy.

(3:5) 
In. administrative tasks it is 


just that unfaithfulness should be 
pointed out. Such action will be a 
warning to some and an encourage- 
ment to others by showing the in- 
tegrity of the director. • 


2. Help Rendered by the Women 


(3:12). Perhaps Shallum had no sons 
to aid him. It is a fine thing for 
women to be able to take hold even 
in building a wail when- there are no 
men to do It. God's word carefully 
notes such extraordinary acts. 


3. Stress Laid Upon Earnestness of 


Some (3:20). If one knows that his 
faithfulness will be recognized he will 
earnestly pursue his tasks. 


4. Every One Built Over Against 


His Own House (3:10, 23, 28). Man's 
chief concern is for his family. No in- 
centive to exertion is quite so strong 
as that which concerns his own fdm- 
ily.5. Certain Guilds of Men Undertook 
Certain Work (ch. 3:8, 31, 32). Wise 
administration 
sometimes calls for 


such alignment of efforts. Men of the 
same class and craft will usually work 
better together. 


II. Hindrance* Encountered (4:1-6: 


14).1. Scoffing of Sanballot and Tobiah 
(4:1-6; cf. 2:19-20). The opposers of 
God's servants usually begin by hurl- 
Ing at them shafts of ridicule. They 
called the Jews but a feeble folk and 
asserted that the tread of a prowling 
for would br«;ak down their stone wall. 


2. 'Conspiracy of a Sudden Attack 


(4:7-9). When the enemy saw that 
the work was actually succeeding they 
changed from ridicule to an attempt 
to throw the workmen into a panic 
and thus hinder the work. When the 
enemy cannot succeed by scoffing then 
he resorts to intimidation. 


3. Conspiracy With the Jews (4: 


10-23). They sought by means of the 
Jews from the outside to discourage 
their brethren by showing that the 
task was hopeless and that at any 
time they were subject to a sudden 
and secret attack. 


4. 
Greed and Oppression of the 


Rulers (5:1-13). The Jews of that 
day, like the profiteers in the recent 
World war, took advantage of the 
poor and oppressed them so that they 
mortgaged their land and sold their 
daughters 
into slavery. 
Nehemiah 


boldly rebuked them for their crimes 
and ordered a restoration to be made, 
exacting an oath of them that they 
would fulfil their promises. 


5. Scheme to Take Nehemiah's Life 


(6:1-14). When Sanballat and Tobiah 
failed in every other way they sought 
by craft to get Nehemiah away that 
they might kill him. 


til. The Wall Completed (6:15-7:4). 
So energetically did they 
pursue 


their tasks that In fifty-two days the 
wall was completed. When the en- 
emies heard that in spite of all their 
schemes the work was actually com- 
pleted, they were cast down, for they 
perceived that the work was of God.

1KJURED IN SMASH 


Four members of the Hagerstown 


team of the Blue Ridge league were 
injured on Saturday at 7 p. m., when 
an auto in which they were returning 
to that placei after a game at Hano- 
ver, struck a telegraph pole along the 
W. M. RR. at Brush Run. Three of 
the players will be, out of the game 
for the remainder of the season. The 
injured were: Holmes Diehl, Frost- 
burg, Md., center fielder, piece of 
flesh torn out of right hand- "Lefty" 
Russell, pitcher, few scratches; John 
Layne, Clifton Forge, Va., second 
baseman, cut on top of the head; Wil- 
liam Reilly, pitcher, burst blood ves- 
sel in right leg. Six of the playenu 
were returning to a touring car driv- 
en by John Nunemaker, of Hagers- 
town. At the crossing, Nunemaker 
saw a freight train approaching. He 
endeavored to turn into a side road, 
but the turn was too sharp and he 
ran the oar into a telegraph pole, 
wrecking the machine.

The two latter were later abbesses, 
one In Shropshire, the other in the Isle 
of Thanet.

1. Scoffing of Sanballot and Toblah

pearance w^as in the family of King 
Merowald, 


Jlild was a Saxon 
word 
meaning 
"mild", and* by the addition of "thyth", 
another Saxon term signifying "com- 
mand", |he feminine name Mildthyth 
was formed. 
Because it was trans- 
lated to mean "mild speech," it was 
much used as a name for gentle dam- 
sels with religious inclinations. 


King Merowxild had tliree daughters 
whom he named Mildgyth Mildburgh, 
and 
Mildthyth—thus 
employing 
all 
versions of the name then in use. All 
tliree became nuns of a holy order. 
The two latter wore later 
abbesses, 
one In Shropshire, the other In the Isle 
of Thanet. 
They were 
finally 
can- 
onized In recognition of their saintly 
lives, as Mildburgh and Mlldroda. 


Thus Mildred, Mildrld, or Mildreda 
(as you prefer) came into existence 
and straightway won great popularity 
in Shropshire and, later, 
throughout 
all England. 
Germany adopted Mil- 
dred, but it has never had 
definite 
vogue there in spite of Us supposed 
Teutonic origin. The consonants were

for 
France 
and 
Spain, 
though 
the 
latter

ploys Mildreda, accenting 
onjy
